It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  more 
auspicious  background.  Welcome  to  KPFK, 
Marvin,  and  may  your  advent  signal  the  be- 
ginning of  a  long  period  of  successful  collab- 
oration between  management,  staff,  volun- 
teers and  subscribers! 

In  several  places  in  the  Folio  you  will  find 
the  exclamation  without  explanation  BANG- 
KOK!  BALI!  BOWLES!  Well,  here's  the  ex- 
planation. My  good  friend,  Prof.  Oliver 
Evans,  who  teaches  in  the  English  Depart- 
ment at  San  Fernando  Valley  State  College, 
spent  the  school  year  1966-67  at  Chulalong- 
korn  University  in  Bangkok,  Thailand,  where 
he  was  Fulbright  Lecturer  in  American  Liter- 
ature. Oliver's  old  friend,  the  internationally 
prominent  writer  and  composer,  Paul  Bowles, 
was  also  in  Bangkok  at  that  time.  These  are 
two  insatiably  curious  spirits.  The  result  of 
their  collaborations  and  peregrinations 
around  the  Orient  is  a  series  of  remarkable 
tapes  which  Oliver  has  consented  to  make 
available  to  our  listeners.  On  Sunday,  Octo- 
ber 1st  at  10:30  AM  we  will  play  classical  and 
folk  dance  music  of  Siam  recorded  by  Oliver 
at  the  famous  Pakhavali  Institute  in  Bangkok. 


On  Monday  the  2nd  you  will  hear  a  full  hour 
of  anthropologically  fascinating  recordings 
from  Bali.  Oliver  provides  commentary  and 
personal  reminiscences  as  background  to  a 
Barong  dance,  two  flute  pieces  and  a  gamelan 
piece.  This  program  is  repeated  October  12 
at  noon.  The  exotic  gamelan  is  also  featured 
on  Sunday  the  15th  at  10:30  AM  when  Oliver 
presents  a  program  of  Temple  Music  recorded 
at  the  Kala  Shrine  in  Lopburi,  ancient  capital 
of  Thailand,  which  is  located  93  miles  north 
of  Bangkok.  These  tapes  are  remarkable  for 
their  clarity  of  tone  recorded  as  they  were 
under  difficult  conditions.  A  standout  of  the 
series  is  the  program  on  Tuesday  the  24th  at 
9:30  PM  which  was  recorded  in  Oliver's 
apartment  in  Bangkok  and  features  Buddhist 
Monks  chanting  a  service  and  providing  their 
own  commentary  in  English.  As  a  fascinating 
counterpoint  to  the  Buddhist  service  Oliver 
plays  selections  from  a  Chinese  funeral.  This 
helps  to  give  the  listener  some  idea  of  the 
diversity  of  sounds  and  cultures  which  make 
up  the  city  of  Bangkok.  The  final  program  is 
unique  because  it  cannot  be  rebroadcast  nor 
can  it  be  heard  by  any  other  audience.  We 
have  permission  to  use  it  once  and  once  only. 
Again  in  his  apartment  in  Bangkok,  Professor 
Evans  recorded  Paul  Bowles  reading  his  short 
story,  "The  Fourth  Day  Out  From  Santa 
Cruz."  This  is  from  the  remarkable  collection 
"The  Delicate  Prey."  As  a  visual  counterpoint 
to  these  auditory  delights  we  have  been  al- 
lowed to  reproduce  in  facsimile  a  letter  writ- 
ten by  Paul  Bowles  to  Oliver  Evans.  That 
sums  up  BANGKOK!  BALI!  BOWLES! 
Happy  listening. 


The  photograph  above  is  of  Bill  Kidwell, 
this  month's  Folio  artist.  The  words  below 
are  those  of  Harriet  Kidwell  who  was  kind 
enough  to  furnish  biographical  information 
about  her  talented  husband. 

William  Kidwell,  born  a  Tennessean,  has 
also  lived  in  Georgia,  Florida  and  North  Caro- 
lina. He  studied  painting  at  the  University  of 
Tennessee  for  several  years,  but  discontinued 
training  to  take  a  teaching  position  in  Knox- 
ville. 

For  a  time,  as  a  result  of  his  first  trip  West, 
he  was  technical  illustrator  for  an  aircraft  com- 
pany in  Los  Angeles.  Although  he  held  several 
managerial  positions  with  the  company,  he  de- 
cided to  return  to  the  University  of  Tennessee 
to  study  with  Walter  H.  Stevens.  Training  in 
etching,  ceramics  and  watercolor  was  enhanced 
by  Stevens'  encouraging  the  development  of 
Kidwell' s  abstract  paintings.  A  one-man  show 
of  these  canvases  was  exhibited  at  the  Ashville 
Art  Museum  in  1966. 

A  trip  through  twenty-five  states,  painting 
and  photographing  local  scenes,  terminated  in 
San  Francisco  where  Kidwell  continued  to  ex- 
plore the  various  media.  He  illustrated  a  book 
of  children's  poems  with  watercolors,  rendered 
pen  and  ink  drawings,  look  many  photographs 
and  continued  to  produce  abstract  canvases. 

Kidwell  contends  that  his  realistic  drawings, 
watercolors  and  photographs  are  the  stuff  from 
which  he  draws  inspiration  for  his  abstract 
paintings.  The  realistic  work  is  a  controlled  ex- 
periment which  enables  him  to  work  out  his 
responses  to  color,  shape,  depth,  design  and  the 
illusion  of  movement.  The  abstract  work,  then, 
is  inspired  and  to  a  degree  controlled  by  these 
experiments,  but  Kidvell  does  not  limit  himself 
to  this  field  of  reference  only.  Other  elements 
enter  into  the  abstraction  which  represent  the 
sum  of  his  total  visual  knowledge  to  date. 

Thank  you,  Harriet  Kidwell.  for  this  inval- 
uable and  illuminating  information.  I  had  the 
great  good  fortune  to  visit  the  Kidwells  in 
Malibu  and  to  see  his  canvases  in  their  nat- 
ural environment.  They  are  a  visual  feast 
because  of  the  richness  of  his  palette.  Kidwell 
glories  in  color,  but  he  is  aware  at  all  times 
of  the  effect  he  is  making  on  the  nerve  end- 
ings of  his  viewers.  His  discipline  of  line  and 
his  knowledge  of  how  to  juxtapose  areas, 
shades  and  tones  of  color  to  achieve  the  illu- 
sions of  depth,  space  and  movement  are  hall- 
marks of  only  the  most  talented  artists.  He 
exhibits  remarkable  control  even  in  his  most 
abstract  and  seemingly  chaotic  canvases.  We 
are  grateful  to  Bill  Kidwell  for  the  cover 
depicting  Ralph  Vaughan  Williams  conduct- 
ing his  own  music,  for  the  beautiful  center 
spread  and  for  the  several  small  drawings  in 
the  Folio  of  musicians  from  various  periods 
of  history.  Welcome,  Bill,  to  the  KPFK 
family.

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Ralph  Vaughan  Williams    •    Gustav  Hoist 

This  month  we  devote  the  major  body  of  our  music  pro- 
gramming to  that  part  thus  far  recorded  of  the  music  of 
two  English  composers,  Ralph  Vaughan  Williams  and 
Gustav  Hoist.  Vaughan  Williams  was  the  younger  of  the 
two,  but  had  a  longer  life  and  larger  output.  Still,  the  in- 
fluence of  Hoist  upon  those  who  followed  him  is  considered 
by  many  to  be  greater.  The  acerbity  of  line,  clarity  of  pur- 
pose and  economy  of  means  one  finds  in  Hoist  appeals 
more  to  our  pared-down  20th  Century  mentalities,  perhaps, 
than  the  more  garrulous  Vaughan  Williams  way.  Vaughan 
Williams  does  "rap"  a  bit  for  us,  whereas  (as  Beecham 
said  of  Puccini)  Hoist  "gets  on  with  it."  But  if  our  new 
generation  finds  more  in  Hoist  than  in  Vaughan  Williams, 
that  has  more  to  do  with  us  than  with  them  for  both  are 
great  composers  and  both  are  sadly  underestimated  just 
now.  Neither  has  ever  been  well  represented  in  American 
concert  halls.  There  are  certain  composers  whose  works 
find  an  immense  public  among  record  buyers,  but  whose 
names  are  scarcely  ever  found  in  the  programs  of  live  sym- 
phonic concerts.  Until  recently  Mahler  was  one  of  these 
people.  The  two  English  composers  are  certainly  in  that 
category  (as  are  Bach,  Vivaldi  and  Telemann).  Hoist's 
"The  Planets"  has  been  a  consistently  popular  sales  item 
since  the  earliest  days  of  the  78  rpm  record,  yet  only  once 
was  it  performed  live  here  and  that  was  at  the  Hollywood 
Bowl  by  Leopold  Stokowski.  The  F  Minor  Symphony  of 
Vaughan  Williams  is  certainly  one  of  the  greatest  ever  put 
down  by  a  20th  Century  composer,  yet  it  has  been  per- 
formed only  once  here  in  Los  Angeles  and  that  was  by  the 
Philharmonic  under  Wallenstein.  (Did  Mitropoulos  also 
perform  it  on  tour  with  the  New  York  Philharmonic? ) 
Vaughan  Williams'  6th,  likewise  a  masterpiece,  has  been 
played  here  once,  again  by  the  Philharmonic,  Barnett  con- 
ducting. Has  his  magnificently  old-fashioned  Second  Sym- 
phony, the  "London,"  ever  been  played  here  at  all?  Cer- 
tainly not  within  the  past  thirty  years.  In  fact,  despite  the 
"cosmopolitan"  directors  we  have  had  here  and  have  here 
now,  the  repertory  we  hear  performed  in  the  Music  Center 
these  days  has  a  decidedly  Central  European  cast  to  it.  Lucky 
for  Mahler  he's  an  Austro-Hungarian  Bohemian  Jew  and 
not  an  Englishman  or  a  Frenchman.  The  English  composers 
have  fared  very  poorly  internationally.  Need  I  mention 
Elgar?  And  when  they  are  performed,  why  is  it  always  by 
English  conductors  who  happen  to  be  passing  through? 
The  same  goes  for  French  music  and  French  conductors. 
Has  anyone  ever  played  Roussel's  3rd  or  4th  Symphonies 
here?  Why  can't  our  conductors  take  a  really  big  step  back 
— without  falling  off  the  podium  as  Hoist  once  did  —  and 
play  music  for  what  it's  worth  rather  than  because  of  where 
it,  or  they,  came  from?  Leonard  Bernstein  and  Maurice 
Abravanel  seem  to  be  the  only  conductors  who  are  equally 
at  home  in  German,  French  and  English  symphonic  music. 
It's  time  we  actually  opened  up  paths  for  the  works  of 
composers  who  write  good  music  regardless  of  whether 
their  modes  of  music-making  fit  in  with  our  present-day 
notions  of  what  is  fitting  and  proper.  Mahler  is  liked  today, 
for  example,  because  he  is  a  "psychedelic"  composer. 
Good,  but  also  too  bad,  for  us  and  for  him.  Mahler 
Hoist  and  Vaughan  Williams  are  composers  with  some- 
ling  important  to  say.  It  is  our  limitations,  not  theirs,  which 
lis  from  responding  to  them. 
This  month  we  will  broadcast  also  several  interviews  I 
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conducted  last  summer  in  Europe  with  people  who  knew 
Hoist  and  Vaughan  Williams  well.  There  are  interviews 
with  Hoist's  daughter,  Imogen;  with  Vaughan  Williams' 
widow,  Ursula;  and  with  Sir  Adrian  Boult,  the  noted  Eng- 
lish conductor,  who  knew  both  composers  and  performs 
their  works  frequently.  We  also  hear  from  a  man  whose 
name  is  not  famous,  but  who  has  a  great  deal  to  confide. 
He  is  Roy  Douglas  (you'll  find  a  special  acknowledgement 
to  him  on  the  inside  title  page  of  Vaughan  Williams'  6th 
Symphony)  and  he  is  the  man  who  helped  prepare  final 
copies  of  the  scores  for  the  last  twenty  years  of  Vaughan 
Williams'  life.  In  this  way  we  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  explore  again  that  ever-expanding  area  of  mystery  .  .  . 
what  it  is  in  music  that  touches  us  and  what  it  is  in  men, 
who  are  after  all  not  gods,  that  makes  them  write  music. 
Like  most  composers,  Hoist  and  Vaughan  Williams 
wrote  music  which  conveys  a  certain  "spiritual  message;" 
they  wrote  things  which  are  entertaining;  they  indulged  in 
"orientalisms."  For  example,  Hoist's  "The  Planets"  explores 
the  astrological  significance  of  Mars,  Venus  and  the  rest  of 
the  Zodiac.  He  set  to  music  poems  for  voices  based  on  selec- 
tions from  the  Rig  Veda.  Vaughan  Williams  wrote  in  "Flos 
Campi'  settings  for  wordless  chorus  inspired  by  the  "Song 
of  Songs.'  Both  composers  manage  to  carry  us  off  to  "un- 
known regions"  and,  though  both  have  their  strong  "up" 
side,  they  have  an  equally  telling  "down"  side.  They  were 
unpretentious  men  who  led  embarrassingly  ordinary  lives; 
embarrassing  because  of  what  one  might  expect  to  learn 
about  ( but  does  not  encounter  in )  the  lives  of  men  who 
wrote  at  times  such  high-flown  musical  lines.  They  were 
themselves  sometimes  embarrassed  by  this  "fantastic"  as- 
pect of  their  music  and  made  little  attempt  to  describe  verb- 
ally the  visions  they  had  described  musically.  The  end  of 
Vaughan  Williams'  6th  is  said  by  some  to  be  a  vision  of 
the  cosmos  after  atomic  destruction.  The  comment  made  on 
the  subject  by  the  composer  is,  "Can't  a  fellow  just  write  a 
bit  of  music?" 

Both  of  these  great  composers  flowered  with  the  rise 
of  the  consciousness  in  England  ( helped  along  by  the  work 
of  Cecil  Sharp )  that  the  country  possessed  a  great  folk  song 
tradition  from  which  composers  (and  plain  music  lovers) 
could  borrow.  Throughout  their  music  the  "mystical"  side 
is  balanced  by  jocund  delight  in  the  treasurably  ordinary. 
Their  folk  song-tinged  music  made  Elgar  seem  suddenly 
terribly  old-fashioned.  Now  the  times  have  in  turn  passed 
them  by  and  have  put  them  and  even  their  successor,  Brit- 
ten, in  the  shade.  But  to  our  younger  generation  their  music 
should  again  be  "in,"  because  it  is  folk  music  oriented  and 
is  awash  in  mysticisms  and  these  are  currently  popular  pre- 
occupations. 

The  reality  is,  as  I  pointed  out,  more  cruel  for  us  than 
it  is  for  these  two  great  composers.  Cloud-seated  as  they 
now  are,  they  can  liten  with  amusement  and  pleasure  to 
each  other's  music  playing  upon  the  great  eternal  turn- 
table. Their  music  smiles  its  great,  beatific  smile  and,  wheth- 
er we  care  to  take  note  of  it  or  not,  the  smile,  bemused, 
plays  on.  It  is  for  us,  stuck  in  our  customary  emotional 
groove,  to  rise  up  and  de-fuzz  our  ears'  eyes.  Like  all  great 
composers,  Ralph  Vaughan  Williams  and  Gustav  Hoist 
have  fearlessly  made  Love's  gesture.  It  is  for  us  to  have 
the  courage  to  smile  back.

Halloween  or  All  Hallow's  Eve  means 
"hallowed"  or  "holy"  evening  and  is  so 
called  because  it  is  the  vigil  or  eve  of  All 
Saints'  Day.  Although  it  is  a  Christian  feast 
established  in  the  Seventh  Century,  many  of 
the  beliefs  and  observances  connected  with  it 
arose  long  before  the  Christian  era.  Thus 
pagan  customs,  as  in  the  origins  of  several 
other  holidays,  mingle  with  Christian  cus- 
toms. 

Halloween  occurs  at  the  time  of  the  ancient 
autumn  festival  of  the  Druids,  which  they 
celebrated  with  merriment  and  feasting. 
Though  Halloween  marked  the  waning  pow- 
er of  the  sun  and  the  beginning  of  winter,  it 
was  also  the  occasion  for  opening  the  stores 
harvested  in  summer  and  was  the  natural  oc- 
casion for  a  Feast.  The  Druids  associated 
ghosts,  hobgoblins  and  witches,  fairies,  elves 
and  divinations  with  the  night  and  these,  ap- 
pealing to  the  popular  imagination,  have  been 
popularized  in  celebration  more  than  the 
harvest  motif  which  is  still,  however,  repre- 
sented in  modern  day  decorations  and  refresh- 
ments. Halloween  was  also  the  season  of  the 
Old  Roman  festival  in  honor  of  Pomona,  the 
goddess  of  fruit.  After  the  Romans  conquered 
Britain,  some  of  their  customs  and  beliefs 
were  added  to  the  earlier  Druidic  ones. 

One  of  the  traditional  customs  of  All  Hal- 
low's Eve  was  the  building  of  bonfires  to 
drive  away  spirits  released  by  the  god  of  evil. 
People  gathered  around  bonfires  and  told  of 
their  mystical  experiences.  This  practice  is  a 
forerunner  of  the  ghost  story  so  customary  a 
part  of  today's  Halloween  festivities.

William  Winter  to  Far  East 

KPFK's  News  Analyst,  William  Winter, 
will  be  traveling  across  the  Pacific  during 
October  and  November.  His  daily  taped  re- 
ports from  Japan,  South  Korea.  Hong  Kong, 
the  Philippines,  Singapore,  Indonesia  and 
Australia,  will  be  presented  on  KPFK's 
NEWS  AND  VIEWS  at  six  PM  each  eve- 
ning, Monday  through  Friday  and  will  be  re- 
broadcast  the  following  morning  at  seven 
o'clock. 

Winter  is  no  stranger  to  Asia,  having 
visited  every  country  in  the  Far  East  as  a  cor- 
respondent several  times  in  the  past  quarter 
century.  During  World  War  II  his  daily 
shortwave  broadcasts  across  the  Pacific 
brought  challenging  retorts  from  Radio 
Tokyo. 

As  a  United  Nations  war  correspondent  in 
the  1950's,  he  covered  the  Korean  war  and 
was  present  at  the  peace  negotiations  at  Pan 
Mun  Jom.  He  will  examine  what  has  hap- 
pened in  Korea  since  the  cease-fire  and  per- 
haps shed  some  light  on  what  will  be  hap- 
pening in  South  Vietnam  as  well. 

Hong  Kong  is,  of  course,  an  excellent 
listening  post  for  rumblings  out  of  China. 
Mr.  Winter  was  in  Hong  Kong  shortly  after 
World  War  II  ended  when  the  British  re- 
turned to  find  the  place  virtually  denuded  by 
the  Japanese.  In  subsequent  visits  he  watched 
the  reconstruction  and  the  growth  of  the 
colony  into  a  tourists'  paradise. 

In  the  Philippines  William  Winter  always 
finds  a  warm  welcome  in  the  Presidential 
Palace.  He  holds  the  highest  decoration  the 
Philippine  government  gives  to  a  foreigner, 
the  rank  of  Commander  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  presented  to  him  by  the  late  President 
Ramon  Magsaysay  in  gratitude  for  his  war- 
time morale-building  shortwave  broadcasts 
to  Filipino  guerrillas  who  listened  on  secret 
radio  receivers  under  penalty  of  death  from 
Japanese  occupation  authorities. 

In  Singapore  he  will  meet  with  the  Prime 
Minister  and  other  old  friends. 

From  Singapore  he  proceeds  to  Djakarta, 
capital  of  Indonesia,  where  the  government 
has  offered  fullest  cooperation  in  arranging 
conferences  with  both  government  and  oppo- 
sition party  officials,  business  and  labor  lead- 
ers, economists,  etc.  In  1947-48  Mr.  Winter, 
as  correspondent  for  Overseas  News  Agency, 
covered  both  the  Dutch  and  the  Indonesian 
sides  of  the  civil  war  and  learned  to  under- 
stand the  plans  and  hopes  of  the  independence 
leaders.  He  plans  to  explore  what  happened 
to  those  dreams  in  the  intervening  years. 

The  final  stop  is  Australia  where  William 
Winter  is  as  much  at  home  as  anywhere.  After 
the  defeat  of  American  forces  in  the  Philippines 
in  April,  1942,  General  MacArthur  retired  to 
Australia  where  he  found  public  morale  ex- 
tremely low.  MacArthur  asked  to  have  William 
Winter  (whose  shortwave  broadcasts  he  had 
listened  to  on  Corregidor)  broadcast  to  Aus- 
tralia to  build  up  popular  morale.  For  years  after 
the  war  Mr.  Winter  served  as  American  corre- 
spondent for  the  Australian  Broadcasting  Com- 
mission. He  has  already  been  invited  to  appear 
on  Australian  television  and  radio. 

It  can  be  seen  that  William  Winter's  spe- 
cial reports  for  Pacifica  Radio  will  be  pre- 
sented from  a  background  of  considerable  ex- 
perience. KPFK  listeners  are  invited  especial- 
ly to  adopt  the  habit  of  tuning  in  to  William 
Winter  on  NEWS  AND  VIEWS  at  six  PM 
and  again  the  following  morning  at  seven 
AM.
